The Earth’s Journey . 

Our world's Journey in space is a 
long one, if wa are to accept the con¬ 
clusions of Ur.

In another column we publish -a 
communication rcspeotin seed 
which wo hav' received from the 
seed branch of the Dominion of 
Canada D partnieutof Agr cu ture 

In being the m diuui between 
the authorities and th farmers in 
a matter sno as this we feel t at 
wo are doing some rea ly good 
service, as tho-topie of c ean seed 
for the next season s crop is one 
that concerns not only lie farmer, 
but all who vein t'.e rural dist¬ 
ricts 

The s'ate of some of t e places 
round Vulca m Tast year ca led for 
serious criticism from the w ed in¬ 
spectors. a d hile that ha some 
good.effect in gettin the nuisance 
under hand, there is always a pos 
sibility of a further rising of the 
pest when seeding sets in if the 
seed is not clean Bat there is 
also another side to the question, 
and taut is ti e loss the farmer is 
apt to suffer t' rough is train 
being contaminated with the weed 
seeds 

When we hear that Samples *of 
flax containiu ess than 15 per 
cent of weed seeds ar none too 
common it does not sound very 
much, but bring the matter down 
to busuels, and say that it is at the 
rate of 200 bus els to every car 
load, then the .matter assumes a 
different complex on. That i b 
waste, and when it > as to be paid 
for in the shape oi frei. ht, cleaned 
out and hail led just the satne as 
if it was the same price as flux, one 
per eives why some crops don t 
fetch quite as much as the shipper 
anticipated. AflU, proportionately 
it is the same in the case - f other 
seed, for the want of a little care 
and trouble in t e select on of i>, 
incalculable loss and annoyance 
is caused to the farmer and his 
neighbor each year It is therefore 
“up to” the user of seed to see to 
it that it is clean uud of good vi¬ 
tality, and lie can do all this by 
making application to the institu¬ 
tion mentioned herein. Those who 
propose to submit their samples 
are requested to do so as early 
as possible, and thereby relieve 
ti.e ex ra pressure of work that 
accumulates around March and 
April 

By doing so. and getting an opi¬ 
nion oil their seed, there is time to 
replace the se- d if it be found too 
uric can or otherwise unfit for seed 
— ami one escapes any risk i^re¬ 
gard to late seeding.

Peace may have her v ctories, 
and if so let us hope that she may 
snatch one from the result of the 
Balkan war, the moral of which 
may not be lost on any country 
There is an odd chance that some

A healthy sign of the times 
/ds the anti-militarist attitudes 
which nave recently been assumed 
by certain of the German people 
and the French government. Ger¬ 
many, the accepted standard of 
militarism, has, in the Reichstag, 
given the verdict of the people on 
j the mad outbreak- of- mi itarism in 
in Alsace, where the public were 
1 insulted by an insolent lieutenant 
named Forsttfer In France the 
'government has been'.overthrown 
because tho chamber was not in 
agreement with the expedients 
which it had set forth to'cover it's 
military expenditure, by means-of 
a privileged loan. 

All these things arc working 
together for good. The people are 
getting at a state where a vindica¬ 
tion of their beliefs hr possible, 
and as Mr. Asqnith stated at 
Leeds in his speech, a 1 that is 
now watited is democratic pressure 
upon governments to bring them 
to curb expenditure It is the 
duty of the people to show them 
that the 1 itn t in ijhis way has been 
reached, and when they impress 
1 the various governments with this 
view the governments will negoti 
1 ate for a curtailment of outlay with 
‘disarmament as the ultimate end 

From every standpoint, tlie-out 
hxik for a decisive blow oh the part 
of the people’ seems at last to 
have arrived. There are the morals 
to be drawn from the two European 
l instances cited above, and there is 
the conclusive argument contained 
1 in the present state of that country 
which is at present packed with 
the tortures of war 

The matter requires little study; 
it is patent to all, and it has be¬ 
come the duty of demorracy to free' 
itself from the trammels of waste- 1 
ful extravagance such as the past 
year lias witnessed.

The North Battery, Jsleof Wight 
has been tjie scene of further ex¬ 
periments with an airship-destroy¬ 
ing gun. Bursting shells of shrap- 
nell were fired. Three box kites 
were utilized as targets and these 
were towed down the Channel by 
a destroyer. Firing was •com¬ 
menced when the targets \Vere at a 
height of about two thousand feet 
and about a mile out to sea In. 
order that the cotlrse of the shells 
might l>e followed, they were spe- 
‘cially made so that a trail of smoke 
would l>e left in .. their "wake. By 
this means the gunner was enabled 
to reckon his range the Itetter. 
The first few shots \yere a little 
short, but this was rectified with 
the result that two of the kites 
were smashed as shells exploded 
close to them. 

‘ The experiments were in every¬ 
way entirely successful as showing 
the havoc which cbuld be worked 
among airships by the employment 
of this gun. When the shells went 
wide the kites rocked violently, 
which seems to show that even if 
an airship was not hit it would be 
so disturbed by the firing as' to 
come to grief, owing to the dis 
turbanee caused in the air.

OHij ial figures issued by the De¬ 
partment of Trade and Commerce 
recently covering the receipts and 
shipments of gram from Fort Wil¬ 
iam aud Port Authur duriug 
the present shippiu season, show 
that the-Western wheat crop for 
1913- was almost 75 per cent great¬ 
er than that of last year. 

The total re’ceiptB of grain, in¬ 
cluding wheat, oats, barley and Max 
at Fort William aud Pott Authur 
during September, October and 
November, the three mouths of the 
shipping season, were 115,570.5tJt) 
bushels, as compared with 67,367,- 
592 bushels in 1912, showing that 
over 70 per cent, more grain was 
received over the figures of . last 
year. Ninety-six million, four 
hundred uud tliirty-lour thousand, 
one hundred and twenty bushels 
was the amount of total shipments 
for this season as computed vidi 
60,501,012 bushels for a similar 
period last year, which is an in¬ 
crease of about 60 per cent. 

The best showing was-made dur¬ 
ing September and October, the 
receipts and shipments being about 
the same as the previous *ear, 
which is aooounted for by the fact 
that the orop was moved earlier 
this year, Duriug Novem¬ 
ber. of tins year, the total receipts 
ot grain were 15 128 381 bushels, 
while the shipments were 39 59.111 
bushels The total receipts of 
wheat alone duriug The three 
mouths of September, October, 
and November were 83>541,742 
bushels, ns compared with 48,715,- 
737 bushels for the same period 
last year The total shipments of 
wheat were 70,190,910 bushels br 
ared with 45,258.283 bushels' 


Now is the time for farmers to 
consider tbequeatiou of a good seed 
grain supply for next spring. 

The greater part, of the grain iu 
the West was harvested under ideal, 
conditions lastfall and little diffiuul 
ty should be met with in getliug 
seed of strong vitality. Notwith¬ 
standing this there are some iudi 
viduals and even sections of the 
Western Provinces that were uot 
so fortunate at harvest time an t 
now have seed of doubtful vitality 
in their granaries for the spring 
seeding. 

Seed of strong vitality makes a 
good start, helps to keep down the 
weeds aud finally gives big yields 
while seed of poor vitality is a sure 
loss. 

Therefore every farmer who sus¬ 
pects the vitality of his seed should 
send a sample to the Dominion 
Government Se ed Laboratory, C'al- 
zjfcgary, for a germination test. Iu 
order that the report of this test 
may be of greatest value to the 
sender, preparatory to sending the 
sample lie. should first clean bis 
Beed as for seeding. Too ofteu 
seed that is badly contaminated 
with weed seeds is sown. Every 
year the proportion of western 
wheat and oats which contains 
wild oats is increasing Such 
grain must take a lower grade be 
cau 80 no satisfactory method of 
separating them Inis been devised 
Samples of tlax seed containing 15 
per cent, of weed seeds, arec/nly 
too comrnou ; this ambfints to; 
approximately 200 bushels of waste 
per oar. When the cost of thresh¬ 
ing, handling Hnd freight on this 
useless material is added to the 
loss occasioned by- the injury to: 
growing crop, jliu net crop per 
acre is very materially lesseued. 

Flax is the mo3t badly contami¬ 
nated seed which the farmer sows,' 
and since it ip usually sown on 
new breaking bis land is practi 
cally ruined at the start. Farmers 
who have clean farms, or farms free 
from some of the mors trouble 
some wieds—wild oats, stink weed, 
fajse Hax, ball mustard, tumbling 
mustard, etc —should be very care 
fill to sow only clean seed. 

The Seed Laboratory at Calgary 
is at the disposal of the farmers, 
and it is hoped that they will make 
use of it in their efforts to obtain a 
pure seed supply.

The Wearing of Orders. 

In amplification of tbe regulations 
regarding tho wearing of orders and 
decorations, issued by the Lord 
Chamberlain’s Office,, the Governor- 
General has been pleased to author¬ 
ize the following special regulations 
for the Dominion of Canada:— ~ 

1. Orders, miniature decorations 
and medals will he worn with even¬ 
ing dresa on the following occasions: 
(a).on all state occasions when tbe 
Governor-General or Administrator 
la present; (b) at dinners and even¬ 
ing parses given by the Governor- 
General, or, in hla absence, by the 
Administrator; (c) at all official 
military dinners not covered by exist¬ 
ing regulations. 

2. Orders, miniature decorations 
and medals may be worn with even¬ 
ing dress on the following occasions; 
(a) at the opening and prorogation of 
provincial legislatures; (b) on official 
occasions at the residence of the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor of a province with¬ 
in that province. 

3. The foregoing are the only oc¬ 
casions when orders, miniature decor¬ 
ations and medals will be worn with 
evening dress. 


Houses Built Without Nails. 

In Alberta there Is a village of 
houses which have been constructed 
without nails. As a matter of fact, 
little or no hardware of any charac¬ 
ter has entered Into their construc¬ 
tion. These houses have been built 
by Ruthenlan Immigrants and their 
architecture is quite novel.- Their 
first aUemp'i at house building are 
usually of tbe kind they had been 
accustomed to over in Europe, and 
tb ir buildings are of the typical Ru¬ 
thenlan stvle — log, pitch-roofed, 
thatched and wide In the caves.

Fire 
Chief Carr made, arrangements for 
a speciul train with the' C.P.R, 
and leaving Calgary at 4:30 he ar- 
ri'ved with the appartus at Diils- 
bury at o,50. 

The effectiveness of the Calgary 
outfit was at once apparent and it 
would have been possible to sub¬ 
due the flames within an hour had 
it not been for the fact that after 
working for 20 minutes the water 
supply gave out, All that could be 
donS was to go on witli the salvage 
work, and this was done, every -1 
thiug possible beiug takeu out of 
the stores and hotel and piled in a 
place of safety. The places that 
were burnt iuclutle 14 stores, the 
Bijou theatre, two hotels, poolroom, 
barbershop, restaurant and the 
Royal Bank. 

The fire lasted for three hours, 
and during that time destroyed the 
lousiness section of the town, with 
damage to the value of $250,000. "*

The Lethbridge Dally Herald 
says that there are rumors to the 
effect that the C.P.R. will establish 
200 more ready-made farms in the 
Lethbridge district next summer. 
They will be placed on sale just as 
soon as they are-completed. Al 
though there is no oonfirtnation to 
the rumor, it is widely discussed in 
business circles in Lethbridge. 

Such a plan would require 32,000 
acres, which is practically half the 
area covered'by the 20 mile exten¬ 
sion'to the main ditch north-east of 
Lethbridge, which was constructed 
last summer.- 

The C.P.R. has already 17 ready 
made farms in the Coaldale district, 
most of which have been sold, and 
the C.P.R. demonstration farm is 
almost midway between the new 
and old irrigation areas in the Leth- 
bridge-district. 

The Vulcan district has also come 
under the consideration of the C. 
P. R\ in regard to the ready-made 
farms, which are placed south and 
east-of the town, between here and 
Champion. The placing of these 
farms in a district does much to' 
enhance the value of adjacent prop¬ 
erty. and a community is the bet¬ 
ter for this enterprising system of 
the C.P.R. in their’ endeavor, to 
bring settlers into the districts.
